MATTERS OF IMPERIAL MOMENT. 


ee 

; To'the ordinary senso, thero will be no Imperial Conference io 
the ocming year, but,aa will hive been gathered from a telegram 
to hand.on Wednesday, an asarrobly thorooghbly representative of 
the Empire ie to meet carly in 1017 to desl with iseues larger and 
more importent than any which have yet engaged thé attention’of 
the Empire's stateamen. In short, there is to be a special War 
Conference of the Empire, the members of which will comprise the 
present War Oabinet plus the Domision Premiers and Indian 
representatives. That Conference will be in continuous session for 
the purpose of deliberating on war problems, with apecial reference 
to the prosecation of the atrugglo and the possible conditiona to be 
arranged, in agreement with the Allies, when the time comes to con- 
wider peace. It will therefore te seen thet the coming meotinges 

between the heads of the Empire will possess a areat Imperial 
significance, and, what is more, will ensure aneniaity of action on 
matters vitally affecting all parte ef the King’s dominions, 

' Aseurances hed long since been given that in the arranging 
of peace terms the self-governing Oolonies would be fally conealted 
and given every facility for an expression of their opinions, That, 
remembering the magnificent msnoer in which they havo rallied to 

-the cause, was only jast-and reasonable. Bat we are glad to see 
that the Nationel Government is prepared to go a ate farther, 
not merely listening tothe voice of the Dominions when peace 
terme are under consideration, but taking the etateamen of Empire 
into its confidence now in regard to the actual, candaot of the war, 
That ia a wiee and tactfal sct of etateamanship, showing that the 
Home Goverpment is prepsred to lay all its cards on the: table and 
to keep nothing back from those who represent Farte of the Empire 
whose peoples have made tremendous sacrifices for the Motherlend 
in the dght for Leedom. This policy will, wo bave no doubt, be 
folly sppreciated by the Dominions concerned, and will serve to 
tighten tbe bands by which all parta of the Empire are bound 
together at this critical time in our history, In conajceriag the 
petoe questions, it may be taken for granted that the post-war policy 
of Britain and ber Allies in regard to trade will oome up for decision, 
It is bere that the Orown Oolonies, and Hongkong among them, 
have a direct interest in the istuos, It ‘may not be practicable for 
thess Colonies to be represented at the Conterenos, bat it should 
surely be possible for arrangementa to be made wheroby theic views 
will Ee taken into sooount in matters in which they have « very 
lively and direct concern. 

‘There are two questions in thia latter conaeotion upon which 
Hongkong ehoald rightly olaim to be heard. One is the policy to be 
followed concerning the retarn of German traders to'our ahores after 
the war, and the other that of enemy trade marks. ‘On the Istter of 
these, the considered advice of the mercantile community bas been 
ignored by the euthorities, but, in regard to the former, no pro- 

‘ poanoement hee been made by sicher one side or the other. The 
local Government is probebly on good ground when it argues in 
the one oase,—as it would, we may: presume, in the other slso=— 
that Hongkeng will bave to foll in line with general Imperial policy 
on these matters, But that sorely shonid not prevent Hongkong 

‘from endeavouring to inflaeuce that policy, The banisess mer of 

- the Oolony know thelocal conditions, and we sircerely hope that 
goma ohannel may be provided through which their representations 
om theas important iscnes may fiad their way to the men who will 

. taken leading part ia drafting the Empire's post-war trade aod 
‘eoonomic plane, - aed ; ‘
